Why not, 
Suggests this citizen, set up a county farm in Hempstead and 
serve all the counties in the southwestern area?

But this sccm.s to be merely an 


administration question for minor of- 
fenses. Kvcry county lias ti certain 
number of prisoners, from time to 
time, who, unable to pay a fine, elect 
to "work it out." And, because it isn't 
practical to maintain a prison farm 
in each individual county, the prison- 
ers arc transferred to the county iail 
in the state capital. 


But Little Rock is a long way from

As I said before, The Star offers

one-county prison farm obsolete. Eith- 
er we manage this as a group of count- 
ies, or not nt r.ll. 


Furthermore, there is the uncertain 


question how a public farm would fit 
into the government program cover- 
ing private farming operations. 


It the objection is raised that dis- 


trict prison farm would be in com- 
petition with private farms, a rebut- 
tal argument might hold that these 
same prisoners are already in com- 
petition with private farms 
while 


working at the Pulaski county institut- 
ion. 


We don't know how the average 


citizens feels about this. Some provis- 
ion has to be made for the handling 
of prisoners, and the only question 
here is "vfrh'eflier they should be handl- 
ed locally or shipped lo Little Rock. 


It seems to me this is a good quest- 


ion for citizens to discuss, and any 
letters to the paper will be welcome.

Motive for Moral Discipline Found 


in Lives of Tliosc With High 


Ideals 


Text: LUkc 1:13-16; 2:40; 4:4; 6:21, 25, 


43-45

This is the fourth lesson on tem- 


perance in the year, and is assigned 
for 
International Temperance 
Sun- 


day. There are many motives for ab- 
srnence from intoxicating liquor, but 
this lesson stresses and emphasizes 
the highest motive of all, namely, 
the motive of moral discipline. 


Various motives 


those who 
have 


have influenced 
followed abstin- 


cnce without this motive in mind. 
There has been the motive of econ- 
omy, 
the motive of good health, of 


unwillingness to take into the body 
anything that, is harmful in its ef- 
fects, the motive of care and avoid- 
ance of evil consequences, and the mo- 
tive of common sense which has en- 
able many to see that indulgence in 
alcohol is a needless and useless, if 
not an actually harmful, tiling. 


No one ever suffered from tem- 


perance 
and total abstinence, 
but 


thousands — millions, in fact — have 
suffered from intemperance. 


The motive of moral discipline, or, 


ES it is put in the title of the lesson, 
"The Christian Motive for Abstin- 
ence," finds its exemplification in the 
lives of individuals who have been 
conspicuous for the purity of their 
lives and their devotion to the high- 
est ideals. 


The example of this in our lesson 


is John, the Baptist, who was not a 
"Christian" in the technical sense, but 
who was the forerunner of the Christ 
who brought in the Christian era. 
But John is only one example in 
the Scripture of this moral discipline 
in abstinence from intoxcants on the 
part of those who were called to re- 
Igious service and leadership. There 
were the Rechabites, and others, who 
imposed upon themselves this rule 
of abstinence. 


Our lesson 
fortunately 
suggests 


that abstinence is a larger matter 
than non-indulgence in alcohol. Tem- 
perance and abstinence are essential- 
ly related to the whole discipline of 
a well-ordered life. In a time like 
today, the courses of foolishness and 
evil that arc open to the individual 
are greatly multiplied. We are tempt- 
ed almost everyday to indulgences, 
often harmless enough in themselves, 
that tend nevertheless to weaken the 
body and break down morale. 


Apart altogether from what we or- 


dinarily call "intoxicants," there arc 
intoxicating aspects of the whole en- 
vironment of life, and discriminat- 
ing judgment 
and 
well-disciplined 


will are important if one would pre- 
serve even his physical health, not 
to speak of the more important things 
of moral and spiritual health. 


A scientific age in the midst of this 


dissipating environment s 
teaching 


us a great deal concerning food, diet, 
and what constitutes normal 
and 


icalthful living. 


Happy is the man who, in the midst 


of these conflicting forces, can find 
or himself ihe highest and the best 
way. In the discovery of that way 
here is nothing that will prove so

There was a trade mission then, to 


iron out the difficulties, and it almost 
got some place. An agreement was 
worked out and was ready to initial 
when the Japs came forward with 
one more little proposal. AH they 
wanted was an agreement for develop- 
ing further the resources of the is- 
lands, and they coyly suggested that 
this be done under a working ar- 
rangement whereby all outer possess- 
ions should be developed jointly by 
the Japs and the Dutch! 


The conference ended there and 


then, of course, but the incident is 
cited here to show what is likely to 
come up in some of the future dicker- 
ings. 


Japanese pressure on the Indies has, 


in fact, been put on ever since the 
war broke out in Europe. There have 
been demands to, abolish the import 
restrictions. There-have been .demands 
that the Dutch accept a trade delegat- 
ion which would have as its leader 
a man of ambassadorial rank. Mitsui 
interests hve had private delegat- 


ions on hand. 


To suggestions that the Japanese 


wanted to buy from the Indies, the 
Dutch have been enthusiastically re- 
ceptive, but always there have been 
jokers in the deck—the Japs would 
buy only if the government of the 
Indies'would guarantee delivery, and 
this was taKen to mean that the 
Japs would be in a position to de- 
mand delivery to all other customers. 
To suggestions for further missions of 
high rank, the Dutch have politely 
replied they would be willing to talk 
only if a definite agenda could be 
agreed on before the sessions open- 
ed. 


The truth of the matter is that Japs 


want to sell, yen for yen, just as 
much as they buy. Java, with its 
millions of highly concentrated-popu- 
lation, offers a market of people with 
a standard of living about equal to 
that of the Japs, and therefore good 
consumers of cheap goods. 


The Japs now have certain conces- 


sions in the Indies, and there are about 
125,000 Japanese in the archipelago, 
fishing, planting cotton, taking off| 


lumber. The Dutch, who have watch- 
ed these operations, say they cannot 
possibly be profitable, and that their 
sole purpose is to provide Japan with 
bases for further inward expansion 


Dutch Might Wreck Assets 


As to whether the Japs might suc- 


cessfully force an occupation of the 
islands, there is considerable doubt. 
Formosa is the closest jumping off 
place. Tlic Japanese navy, which has 
played a minor part in the China war, 
might be anxious for a show of its 
won. It has developed 
aircraft car- 


riers to a high degree, including one 
carrier for seaplanes. But the coastal 
waters of the Indies are shallow wa- 
ters which would hamper fleet of- 
fensive operations. 
I 


Regardless of who wins the Europ- 


ean war, it is felt that Japanese ex- 
pansion in the Indies, even in French 
Indo-China, would be frowned on by 
the winter, England or Germany. 


And finally if everything else fails, 


it is believed the Dutch have a de- 
fense plan which includes Ihe com- 
plete wreckage of every valuable as- 
set in the country.

dreamed of in peacetime, this pass- 
ing of one more milestone in Chief 
G-man J. Edgar Hoover's police school 
had a great deal more significance 
than it wns accorded. 


Twelve Weeks of Study 


The NPA is run by the federal

The 
subjects covered are far too numer- 
ous to list, but they include such 
things as the development of latent 
fingerprints, laboratory work, train- 
ing with suh-mnchinn guns, how to 
make raids nnd arrests, how to con- 
duct searches, jiu jllsu defense, how 
to block roads and botllo up escap- 
ing criminals, 
fifth 
column inves- 


tigations, sabotage investigations, gen- 
eral crime prevention, the earn and 
use of firearms—in fact, almost every- 
thing conceivable under the head- 
ing of police work. 


T«kc Examinations 


The men keep notebooks, lake ex- 


aminations, work out crime problems, 
attend lectures and motion pictures 
and dig in on reading assignments. 
Their instructors lire from the stuff 
of the FBI's own academy. There 
is no tuition, but transportation and 
expenses of the men have to be paid 
by their departments or civic croups. 


The men have to be under 46 years 


old and full-time members of a slate, 
county or city police force. Applicat- 
ion for their attendance at the NPA 
must be made by the police force in 
which they work. Seventy-five per 
cent of the graduates cither have had 
promotions or now arc conducting 
schools in their own bailiwicks.
